[Met go on alittle farther in the Affair 
of Bread ——— The Confufions that 
Affair has put usio, are not fo flight as 

to be negle &ed4 and yet the Occafions of 

them, are the flighteft aud moft Trivial ia 

the World——— And-this makes me meddle 
Withit, thac if poflible, I may thew People 
& few of their Miftakes, and-beat thema: 


little off from the Notions they have @ 
wedded to their Diftractions. 

If the Debate were now, whether the 
Bakers may be allow’d by the Magittrates 
to make their Bread lefs Weight, than the. 
Standard fixt by Parliament 5 I fhould 
methinks havea very eafie Task of it-~—~ 
And fhou ld tell the Bakers, do it at you 
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Peril—— Tho’ I nmft. own there ate fome 
Extremities too in this Law, upon the 
Bakers, which almoft brings in the Law 
forcing the offence ficft, and then punifhing 
it 3 and chis I thall {peak to very quickly. 
But the mighty, Buftle at prefeat, is the 
Size of the Loaf————-And this the Magi- 
firates infift-upon fo ftri@ly, that they lay 
the whole Weight of the Law upon it, as 
if ic was material what Name the Loaf was 
call’d, providedthe Weight agreed with 
the Table laid down by the A& 
Indeed fince I was upon this Subje&, fome 
of the Juftices, efpecially in Weftminjter, 


and Sousbwark, have open’d their People’s ' 


Eyes— By letting us fee their own were 
open; and bave allow’d the Bakers, to 
ake Quartern, Half peck’s, &e. as they 
ufed to do, only obliging chem to the due 
Weight and Price —— And fain would I 
ask my Lord Me—<rs Horfe if he could 
fpeak, to tell me where is the difference 
to the People, oc where.the Breach of the 
Law! 

Suppofe again the Weight of a Half-peck 
Loaf to be always thefame, and the Price 
to be rais’d or funk, as the Price of Corn 
or Meal rifes or fallsemmme Is it not the 
fame ching as keeping the Price always 
the fame, (Vig.) Twelve-pence tbe Loaf, &c. 
and caaling the Weight to Increafe or De- 
creafe, as the Price of Corn rifes or falls? 
There is juft as much difference 
‘ia this, as there is in the length of the 
Ground between Temple-Bar and Ludgste— 
Aad to make a Law to preferibe one of 
_ thefe, and forbid the other, has juft as 
much fignification, as an A& of Parliament 
‘¢o determine which Door of a Church the 
People fhould go in at in the Morning, 
and which in the Afternoon. 

I have heard fomc Bakers fay, the Poor 
are Gainers by the baking Peck and Half- 
peck Luaves ; butas to that, it ic is aot to 

purple, the Argument lies here —= 
That they can be ncitherGaivers norLofers 
it Juftice be done, fer all proportions are 
exadily alike; and as the Hurfemen fav, 
eight for Inckes ceduces a Low cr Tall 
Horfe to be the fame 3 fo Weight and Price 
being Calculated exaély, and the due 


Proportion fettled, there can be n0 man 
ner of difference one Way or other ——= 
What can any Man fay, in defence of a 
Magiftracy that can be fo Blind, and that 
pretend to bind fuch Burthens on the Peoe 
ple, as the Law gives no Reafon, and when 
they are apply’d to, anfwer, Voce Megiftri, 
it fhall be no otherwife All 1 can fay 
tO it, is—————-T hat to me it feems ridie 
culous, makes the Magiftrate appear what 
Icare not, and indeed need not tell them 
——And makes wile Men with the Parlia- 
liamene bad not put a thing into their 
Hands by Law, without making a Law 
that every Magiftrate fhould go tu School, 
toleara his Horn- Book, before he medied 
Wah 4’, that he might be qualify’d to judge 
of it. , 

There remains two or three hardhhips 
upon the Poor, and two or three upon the 
Baker, which are the Confequences of this 
A&, and which I will do my beft to’ recon- 
cile; and if that were done, J thiok the 
Noife would begia to ceale; | begia with 
the Baker. 

The firft is, what I mention’d above— 
That the Law feems to make the Offence 
neceffary firft, and chen punithes irc. I is 
moft certain, the defign of all Punifhment 
in the Law, is to prevent the Offences 
but here the Law prefcribes a Punifhment, 
toan Offence, thatia the honefteft Maa 
in the World, may be unavuoidable-—————. 
Thus a Baker makes his Bread in the 
Dough, and Weighs ic into the Oven — 
I would be glad co fee the Baker that can 
tay, every Loaf thall come out as exa@ly 
alike inWeghtg as it went in; the difference 
in heating the Oven, fhall unavoidably 
make one be harder bzk'd than another, 
and Confequeotly lighter, the turcher End 
of the Oven being ficft fer, and lait drawn, 
fhall bave a difference, the time of Sale 
will abate in Weight becween New and 
Stalenm And yet without any regard to 
Circumfance, if the Loaf wants bur an 
Ounce, the Baker forfeits, and lofes bo-h 
hi; Reputation, and his Money.
